Doubts Emerge in N.Y.C. Bus Crash 


Officials: Witnesses 
dispute cause behind 
aecident that killed 14 

New York 

Passengers and witnesses to a horrific 
New York City crash that sheared the 
top off a bus and killed 14 people told 
investigators that the driver’s account 
of getting clipped by a tractor-trail- 
er didn’t match up to what they felt 
and saw before the vehicle slid off the 
road and into a sign pole. 

Driver Ophadell Williams had 
told police that his World Wide Tours 


bus was hit just as it crossed the New 
York City line early Saturday on a 
trip from the Mohegan Sun casino 
in Connecticut. 

But passengers said Williams had 
already swerved at times to the right 
for no reason, a law enforcement offi- 
cial said Sunday. 

The official said that passen- 
gers said they didn’t feel anything 
hit them and that other motorists 
on Interstate 95 said they didn’t see 
the bus get hit. 

NYPD Capt. Matthew Galvin was 
one of the first rescuers on the scene 
Saturday. He said when officers clam- 
bered into the wreckage, they found 


Backstory 

Many of the 31 passengers aboard 
the World Wide Tours bus that crashed 
at about 5:35 a.m. Saturday were resi- 
dents of New York City’s Chinatown. 
They ranged in age from 20 to 50, of- 
ficials said. Chinatown community 
organizations offered to help victims’ 
families cope. Oanfa Quan, who runs a 
company that provides wigs and medi- 
cal prostheses, said she was working 
with an area group to provide wigs in 
case some of the victims need them for 
burial.

New Fathers Also Get the Blues, Study Says 


Doctors: Depressed 
dads are more likely 
to spank 1-year-olds 

Chicago 

Just like new moms, new fathers 
can be depressed, and a study found 
a surprising number of sad dads 
spanked their 1-year-olds. 

About 40 percent of depressed 
fathers in a survey said they’d 
spanked kids that age, versus just 


13 percent of fathers who weren’t 
depressed. Most also had had recent 
contact with their child’s doctor — 
a missed opportunity to get help, 
authors of the study said. 

The American Academy of 
Pediatrics and many experts warn 
against spanking children. Stud- 
ies have shown that kids who are 
spanked are at risk of being abused 
and becoming aggressive. 

Depressed dads were also less 
likely to read to their kids, an activ- 
ity the researchers called part of 


Backstory 

Postpartum depression is more 
common in women; by some esti- 
mates, as many as 25 percent devel- 
op it after childbirth. Severe cases 
have been tied to suicide and to kids’ 
deaths. Less is known about depres- 
sion in new dads, and the study re- 
leased Monday raises awareness 
about an under-recognized problem, 
said Dr. Craig Garfield of Northwest- 
ern University. (AP) 


positive parenting. 

The study was released online 
Monday in the journal Pediatrics. 
The authors analyzed data on 1,746 
fathers in 16 large U.S. cities, con- 
ducted in 1999-2000. 

Overall, 7 percent of dads had 
experienced recent major depres- 
sion. Some likely had a history of 
depression, but in others it was 
probably tied to their children’s 
birth, similar to postpartum 
depression in women, lead author 
Dr. Neal Davis said, (ap)

Gadhafi’s forces seem embold- 
ened by their string of victories 
but their supply lines are increas- 
ingly stretched, and they depend 
on artillery, airstrikes and naval 
attacks that are more difficult to

Don’t Be a Jerk 

Anyone who rides Metro regularly recognizes that 
its Lousy escalators, aging security cameras and 
busted GPS units on buses need some serious 
upgrading. But fixing most of Metro’s woes is 
going to take money that just isn’t available. That’s 
pretty much what general manager Richard Sarles 
acknowledged Last week. 


So I suggest we prepare ourselves 
to face some inconveniences and 
focus on tackling the one prob- 
lem within our power to solve: 
jerkiness. 

In the spectrum of rider behav- 
ior, there are some acts that are 
downright criminal, including 


seat hogging, eating and blasting 
loud music. But jerkiness is the 
most pervasive offense Fve seen 
on Metro. You know, when peo- 
ple insist on standing by the doors 
instead of moving down the aisle 
to make room. Or when they don’t 
watch where they’re swinging their 


huge bags, which proceed to smack 
you in the face. 

The worst jerkiness emerg- 
es during rush hour. Too large 
of a crowd builds 
up, and everyone 
pushes their way 
onto the first train 
to arrive. When it’s 
time for the doors 
to close, they can’t. 
They bounce open 
and attempt to 
close again. And 
again. The Metro driver is forced 
to off-load the train, leaving an 
even bigger, angrier mob on the 
platform. 

I had the pleasure of being in 
one of these hordes at Farragut 
North a week ago. As the next train 
approached, the impending jerki- 
ness was palpable. People inched as 
close to the platform edge as possi- 
ble and guarded their positions with 
arms flared to their sides, signal- 
ing that sharp elbows awaited tres- 
passers. A holier-than-thou woman 
announced, “We can try to be civil,” 
as she stepped on my toe. 

So I backed away, even though 
I knew retreating would mean I’d 
miss my MARC train. Sometimes 
it’s just not worth it. 

At other times, however, cir- 
cumstances demand some mea- 
sure of rudeness. Had it been a lit- 
tle later in the evening, and if I’d 
been at risk of facing an hour-and- 
a-half wait for MARC, I’d have been 
a jerk, too. But at least I’d have had 
a good excuse. And I would have 
said, “Sorry!” — and meant it. 

A little jerkiness is inevitable, 
but if we unleash it only when 
necessary, we’ll be in for a much 
smoother ride.

Gay, lesbian couples 
in Md. crestfallen by 
civil rights setback 

Annapolis, Md. 

Ken Goodman’s fondest wish was 
to return to Silver Spring with the 
man he has been with for 15 years 
and get married in front of his child- 
hood friends and his parents. 

So Goodman, co-owner of an 
investment firm, listened Friday 
as the Maryland House of Dele- 
gates debated same-sex marriage, 
his heart sinking when the bill was 
effectively killed for the year.

Meltdown 
Fear Spreads 
Across Japan 

Officials race to prevent nuclear reactor 
catastrophes after Friday’s earthquake 


Koriyama, Japan 

Japanese officials warned of a possible 
second explosion Sunday at a nuclear 
plant crippled by Friday’s earthquake 
and tsunami as they raced to stave off 
multiple reactor meltdowns, but they 
provided few details about wheth- 
er they were making progress. More 
than 180,000 people have evacuated 
the area, and up to 160 may have been 
exposed to radiation. 

Four nuclear plants in northeastern 
Japan have reported damage, but the 
danger appeared to be greatest at the 
Fukushima Dai-ichi nuclear complex, 
where one explosion occurred Satur- 
day and a second was feared. Opera- 
tors have lost the ability to cool three 
reactors at Dai-ichi and three more at 
another nearby complex using usual 
procedures, after the quake knocked 
out power and the tsunami swamped 
backup generators. 


Chief Cabinet Secretary Yukio 
Edano said Sunday that a hydrogen 
explosion could occur at Dai-ichi’s 
Unit 3, the latest reactor to face a 
possible meltdown. That would 
follow a hydrogen blast Satur- 
day in the plant’s Unit 1. 

“At the risk of raising fur- 
ther public concern, we can- 
not rule out the possibility of \ 
an explosion,” Edano said. “If 
there is an explosion, howev- 
er, there would be no significant 
impact on human health.” 

Operators have been dumping sea- 
water into units 1 and 3 in a last-ditch 
measure to cool the reactors. They were 
getting water into the other four reac- 
tors with cooling problems without 
resorting to corrosive sea water, which 
likely makes the reactors unusable. 

Edano said residents within about

12 miles of the Dai-ichi plant were 
ordered to evacuate as a precaution, 
and the radioactivity released into 
the environment so far was so small 
it didn’t pose any health threats. 

Such statements, though, did lit- 
tle to ease public worries. 

“First, I was worried about the 
quake,” said Kenji Koshiba, a construc- 
tion worker who lives near the plant. 
“Now, I’m worried about radiation.” 

At a makeshift emergency center 
in Koriyama, a steady flow of people 
were met by officials wearing helmets, 
surgical masks and goggles. 

About 1,500 people had been 
scanned for radiation exposure, offi- 
cials said. Up to 160 people, includ- 
ing 60 elderly patients and medi- 
cal staff who had been waiting 
for evacuation in the nearby 
town of Futabe — and 100 
others evacuating by bus — 
might have been exposed to 
radiation, said Ryo Miyake, 
a spokesman from Japan’s 
nuclear agency. The severity of 
their exposure was not clear.

The estimated death toll from Japan's 
disasters climbed past 10,000 Sunday 
as hundreds of thousands of people 
struggled to find food and water. 

Near-freezing temperatures com- 
pounded the misery of survivors along 
hundreds of miles of the northeast- 
ern coast battered by the tsunami 
thatsmashed inland with breathtak- 
ing fury. Rescuers pulled bodies from 
mud-covered jumbles of wrecked 
houses, shattered tree trunks, twisted 
cars and tangled power lines while sur- 
vivors examined the ruined remains. 

The death toll surged after the 
police chief in Miyagi, one of the three 
hardest-hit states, told disaster relief 
officials more than 10,000 people were 
killed there. But, that was only an esti- 
mate. in total, more than 1,400 people 
were confirmed dead — including 200 
people who were found Sunday along 
the coast— and more than 1,000 were 
missing from Friday’s disasters, (ap) 


Edano said none of the Fukushima 
Dai-ichi reactors was near the point of 
complete meltdown, and he was confi- 
dent of escaping the worst scenarios.

Officials, though, have declared 
states of emergency at the six reactors 
where cooling systems were down — 
three at Dai-ichi and three at the near- 
by Fukushima Daini complex. The U.N. 
nuclear agency said a state of emergen- 
cy was also declared Sunday at another 
complex, the Onagawa power plant, after 
higher-than-permitted levels of radia- 
tion were measured there, (ap)

Rooftop Rescue 

Hiromitsu Shinkawa was pushed out to sea while he clung to the roof of his home after a 
tsunami swept away his wife. For two days, he drifted off Japan’s northeastern coast, trying 
to get the attention of helicopters and ships that passed by —to no avail. Finally, on Sunday, 
a Japanese military vessel spotted the 60-year-old waving a red cloth. He was about 15 to 10 
miles offshore from the earthquake-ravaged city of Minamisoma, said a Defense Ministry 
spokesman.

The Capitals 

The Capitals are no longer waiting 
for Alex Ovechkin to score. Their 
offense is getting help from a lot 
of places, a big reason the Capitals 
are on a roll. 

Mike Knuble was the latest play- 
er to step up when he scored with 
1:09 left in overtime to give the 
Capitals their eighth-straight vic- 
tory, 4-3 over the Chicago Black- 
hawks on Sunday. 

Marcus Johansson got the puck 
between the circles, but instead of 
shooting, he quickly fed Knuble 
right in front of goalie Corey Craw- 
ford. Knuble deftly shifted the puck 
from left to right and flicked a shot 
past Crawford. 


“Real heads-up play by Mar- 
cus,” Knuble said.

The Capitals moved to one point 
behind Philadelphia for the top 
spot in the Eastern Conference, 
and their Southeast Division lead 
over Tampa Bay increased to five 
points. The Capitals have 90 points 
and are trying for a fourth-straight 
division title. They have 12 games 
left; the Lightning has 13. 

Four different Capitals scored 
goals and nine players got points. 
Boyd Gordon, Jason Arnott and 


Brooks Laich had goals, and Den- 
nis Wideman added two assists, 
including one on Knuble’s goal. 

Ovechkin didn’t score a point, 
but the Capitals still did fine. 

Eight of the nine players who 
registered points were forwards, 
and the Capitals had an advan- 
tage in size, an edge they often 
have over other teams. 

“I think our forwards are as big 
as anybody’s in the league and, on 
top of that, they can skate,” Laich 
said.

Add another Atiantic Coast Confer- 
ence championship to fifth-ranked 
Duke’s record haul. 

Nolan Smith had 20 points and 
the Blue Devils ended No. 6 North 
Carolina’s run of big comebacks at 
the ACC tournament, beating the 
Tar Heels 75-58 in Sunday’s cham- 
pionship game. 

Kyle Singler added 11 points for 
the Blue Devils (30-4), who led the 
entire way for a record 19th tour- 
nament title. In the first meeting 
between the fierce rivals in the finals 
in a decade, second-seeded Duke led 
by 18 points in the first half and never 
let the top-seeded Tar Heels (26-7) 


build any momentum for a third- 
straight tournament escape. 

North Carolina had rallied from 
19 down in the final 10 minutes to 
beat Miami on a last-play layup in 
the quarterfinals, then rallied from 
14 down to force overtime and beat 
Clemson in the semifinals. This 
time, however, the Tar Heels got no 
closer than nine after halftime. 

Smith was named tournament 
MVP after overcoming a jammed 
toe in the quarterfinals against 
Maryland and finishing with 10 
assists, while Singler had a better 
showing after struggling mighti- 
ly against the Tar Heels in the two 
regular-season meetings. But on 
Sunday, the supporting cast backed 
up Duke’s senior stars in a way it 
had failed to do in last week’s loss 
to the Tar Heels that gave North 
Carolina the ACC regular-season 
title outright, aaron beard (ap)

Tech-savvy entrepreneurs 
create a wave of new apps 

New Ventures 

In the evolution of communication technolo- 
gy, humans have returned to tablets — they’re 
just no longer made of stone. The expand- 
ing use of handheld devices is giving rise to 
a new class of mobile entrepreneurs who are 
seeking to shake up business models much as 
their dot-com counterparts have done for the 
past two decades. Among those going mobile 
are five local start-ups. 

The challenges their fledging businesses 
face are similar to those of the early pioneers of 
the Internet. Wireless carriers are just unroll- 
ing infrastructure that can support heavy data 
use. And while smartphones capture a larger 
share of the mobile phone market each quar- 
ter, they’re not yet the majority. 

New struggles have also emerged. Entre- 
preneurs must contend with the plethora of 
devices, since no single operating platform 
— such as iPhone, Android or BlackBerry — 
dominates the market. The cost of creating 
an application is also low enough that thou- 
sands of competitors have flooded the emerg-

ing market. 

Nevertheless, these entrepre- 
neurs are pushing forward with 
products in hand and ambition 
in mind. 

EVENT TICKETS 

Jason Bond Pratt and Philippe 
Chetrit distribute thousands of 
tickets each year through their 
day jobs. Pratt works for blog and 
event planning website Brightest 
Young Things, and Chetrit directs 
the D.C .-based business incubator 
Affinity Lab. 

But the duo have an idea that 
might rattle even their own busi- 
nesses. Tixelated, an app still in its 
infancy, seeks to change the way 
people buy tickets, invite friends to 
events and keep track of them once 
there. Put simply: “We want to make 
the phone the ticket,” Pratt said. 

Tixelated permits a user to buy 
a ticket simply by scanning a QR 
code — similar to the bar codes on 
store merchandise — from a post- 
er or flier for the event. The ticket 
holder can then give or resell the 
ticket to a friend and keep track of 
others who plan to attend, all with- 
in the application. 

Though the application is under 
construction, the District-based 
pair already have clients to use it 
— themselves. They’ll also tar- 
get events planned by and for col- 
lege students because that market 
adapts more easily to new technol- 
ogy, Pratt said. 

RELATIONSHIPS 

Becky Cruze may have walked past 
Pius Uzamere on the streets of their 
shared Adams Morgan neighbor- 
hood dozens of times before their 
profiles crossed online through the 
singles website OkCupid. 

But even as the couple’s real-life 
romance burgeoned, they found no 
online outlet to effectively chronicle 
their relationship. That’s the impetus 
behind BeCouply, their joint venture 
that blends the traditions of court- 
ship with mobile technology. 

The smartphone app and its 
companion website, which are still 
being privately tested, allow couples 


to capture memories with photos, 
orchestrate double dates or corral 
outing ideas from others in the same 
area — all in the moment. 

“With everyone having a smart- 
phone in their pocket, and a cam- 
era, it’s just a great opportunity 
to document your life as a couple 
and connect with people on the go 
rather than having to plan every- 
thing meticulously ahead of time,” 
Uzamere said. 

They hope to make money 
through digital deals tailored to 
couples or by promoting companies’ 
date offerings, but those revenue 
streams also rely on a critical mass 
of users they’ll have to rally. 


GROCERY SHOPPING 

Behold the grocery list, a fixture in 
every household. But for its ubiqui- 
ty, Jeremy Monat of District-based 
White Glove Apps thought it should 
have more value. That’s when work 
on iSpeedShop began. 

“There are everyday tasks that 
we have to do, and we now have 
computers in our pocket, [so] why 
aren’t they helping us do these 
mundane things? That’s kind of the 
genesis of the idea,” Monat said. 

Shoppers use the application 
to build a list of items they intend 
to buy. The app then uploads any 
coupons that the store or a partic- 
ular brand has to offer. 


The application also uses the 
geolocation feature built into most 
smartphones to reveal any specials 
available at a specific store while 
the customer is within its walls. 

“What we’re thinking of now is 
we would partner with the retail- 
ers and customize the app for them, 
and charge them some amount for 
that, and then get some of the cou- 
pon revenue through those part- 
nerships,” Monat said. 

PAPERWORK 

From the plumber’s receipt to the 
membership form at a health club, 
James Quigley sees a lot of unnec- 
essary paper. He launched Canvas 


in late 2008 as away for businesses 
to replace paperwork and eliminate 
data entry with mobile apps. 

“We saw a number of very ana- 
log tasks that were still left around 
that needed to be digitized,” he said. 
“Companies who are bu 3 dng mobile 
devices in bulk now are wanting 
to get more out of those devices, so 
that’s absolutely what our whole 
vision was.” 

Indeed, the Reston, Va.-based 
company has its own application 
store that contains blank forms that 
might be used in industries as var- 
ied as hospitality, education, utili- 
ties and government. 

Today, Canvas counts about 
1,000 paid users, Quigley said, a 
number that continues to climb 
month over month. Many custom- 
ers are companies that use the forms 
internally. But a nascent use that the 
firm continues to develop is for the 
surveys or evaluations that retailers, 
restaurants and others can send to 
customers via mobile phones. 

HAPPY HOUR 

The sidewalks of the city’s popular 
bar districts are littered with fold- 
ing signs that boast happy hour 
specials, dishes of the day and live 
music offerings. Venga fits them 
all in a user’s pocket. 

The brainchild of co-founders 
Reg Stettinius, Sam von Pollaro 
and Winston Bao Lord, the appli- 
cation serves as a marketing tool 
for local establishments that pay a 
monthly fee to keep users abreast 
of daily happenings. 

Derived from the Spanish verb 
meaning “come,” Venga will launch 
in April pending Apple’s approval, 
and the trio have partnered with 
the Restaurant Association Metro- 
politan Washington to tap its 700 
members as prospective clients. 

Stettinius said District-based 
Venga was conceived as a mobile 
app so consumers can view spe- 
cials and events while on the go. 
Regulars can also maintain a list 
of their go-to haunts and swap rec- 
ommendations with friends. 

“The information is all there at 
their fingertips the moment they 
are making a decision of where to 
go,” Stettinius said, steven overly

Ade Afawehinmi begins his job as an audi- 
tor with the financial firm Williams, Adley 
and Company at 7 a.m., sitting comfortably 
behind a computer and a pair of wire-frame 
glasses. But at 4 p.m., he transforms into an 
ass-kicker. 

Afawehinmi removes his glasses, dons a 
gi (karate uniform) and begins an evening 
of teaching taekwondo and muay thai (kick- 
boxing) at Black Belt Martial Arts Center 
(BBMAC) in Kensington, Md. 

Many people spend their youth training for 
a black belt in a particular martial art, but as 
adults, these human weapons sit behind desks, 
pecking away at a keyboard while secretly 
wanting to punch their paychecks into the 
next tax bracket. 

For those who still have the ability to 
perform a kick or apply a choke, though, 
teaching martial arts is a good way to 
pocket extra cash. 

Afawehinmi’s epic work schedule 
seems daunting, but the 41-year-old 
fourth-degree taekwondo black belt 
says his evening job is “a hobby I get 
paid for.” Plus, he says, the time flies. 
“You’re constantly moving. You’re con- 
stantly talking to different people, the 
classes go back to back to back, and you’re 
not even aware of the time.” 

Joshua Peters also works long days as a 
teacher at the Ridge School of Anne Arundel 
County. The Silver Spring resident teaches 
from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., goes home for few 
hours and then heads out to King Tiger 
Martial Arts in Silver Spring, where he 
rents space to run his mixed-martial- 
arts school. Capital Punishment MMA 
(CPMMA). 

A second-degree black belt in taekwon- 
do, an instructor in Vietnamese kung fu and 
a purple belt in jiujitsu (grappling), Peters 
says he teaches “with an integrated approach. 
The general concept of everything is geared 
toward mixed-martial-arts fighting and self- 
defense fighting.” 

CPMMA started officially six years ago 
and now has 15 students — and that backup

income helped when Peters was unemployed 
a few years ago. “But I’ve always believed,” he 
says, “especially at that point, that I could do 
both [jobs] full time.” 

Silver Spring’s Greg Knoop takes a more 
relaxed approach to his martial arts schedule. 
A co-owner of Oudens Knoop Knoop -i- Sachs 
Architects, he started Neighborhood Tradi- 
tional Taekwondo after being approached by 
several friends and neighbors. Knoop rents 
space at Good Shepherd Episcopal Church 
in Silver Spring and teaches taekwondo three 
days a week at the low rate of $45 a month. 
(Many schools can cost between $100 and 
$170 a month.) 

There are drawbacks to running every- 
thing yourself, from back-end work to up-front 
costs. “If I want to make money doing this, I 
guess I’m doing it the wrong way — the rents 
of churches are not cheap,” Knoop says. “It’s 
more just doing it for the fun of it.” 

Afawehinmi says it’s usually easier to 
affiliate with an established school because 
“it will give you a better perspective on how 
to set it up, because most of the time people 
who do that [on their own], it doesn’t last for 
too long, because there’s no structure; it’s not 
organized. Most of the money you’re charg- 
ing is going to the rental.” 

The way you start teach- 
ing “depends on the resourc- 
es you have available, your time 
schedule and what you can manage,” says 
Peters, who doesn’t pay a ton in rent for his 
well-kept space. On the reverse side, the 
times he gets the space aren’t optimal. The 
best time to teach martial arts is between 
6 p.m. and 9 p.m. (CPMMA’s weekday sched- 
ule starts at 8:45 p.m.) 

“Starting out, it’s best to have as little over- 
head as possible,” Peters says, “but very quickly 
you’ll figure out it’s very hard to expand past 
a certain point unless you have those opti- 
mum time slots available to you.” 

In other words, don’t quit your day job 
with a flying round kick to your boss’ head.

Katy Cilinski, 35 
JOB: Spinal manipulative therapist 
and acupuncturist for horses 
SALARY: The average starting 
salary for equine veterinarians was 
$41,636 in 2008, according to the 
American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation (AVMA). 

WHAT SHE DOES: When a steed 
Loses some of its horsepower, Cilinski, 
a veterinarian, comes in to evaluate 
the situation. She begins with a rou- 
tine exam, paying special attention 
to the horse’s joints, starting with 
the Limbs. 

“I assess the way he moves. Look- 
ing for maybe decreased range of 
motion of joints or any Lameness 
problems, any stiffness," she says, 
which could signify a misalignment 
of the joints. “Then I can make ad- 
justments and help to put those mis- 
alignments back where they belong." 

During the treatment, akin to a 
chiropractic procedure on humans, 
the horse is awake and upright. Cil- 
inski stands on a stool or hay bales 
so that she can push down on the 
animal's spine. 

“When I make the adjustment, 
it's just a short, quick — we call it a

high-velocity — motion in the correct 
direction of that joint to help to put it 
back into place," says Cilinski, who 
works at Haymarket Vet Service in 
Haymarket, Va. (Haymarketvet.com). 

The process is similar for acu- 
puncture, but instead of adjusting the 
vertebrae, she inserts needles into 
specific points on the horse. 

“The points are distributed all 
along the horse and Located along 
meridians, which are basically en- 
ergy channels," Cilinski says. “We 
choose points depending on the 
problem we're treating, whether it be 
pain or immune stimulation. We re- 
ally can treat a variety of things with 
acupuncture." 

WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? A 

Love for horses is an obvious require- 
ment. “I grew up riding," she says. 
“The interactions with the horses and 
riders every day is the most rewarding 
thing, knowing that I can make a differ- 
ence in the horses' Lives." 


That's what she reminds herself of 
when she faces Long, unpredictable 
hours. “With emergencies, you just 
never know when the day is going to 
be finished" — or the night, during the 
four times she’s on call each month — 
Cilinski says. 

HOW SHE GOT THIS JOB: Cilinski 
graduated from the Virginia-Mary- 
Land Regional College of Veterinary 
Medicine in 2001. She became 
certified in acupuncture in 2005 by 
Medical Acupuncture for Veterinar- 
ians in Colorado (CoLovma.com), and 
completed 226 hours of chiropractic 
training at the Healing Oasis Well- 
ness Center (TheheaLingoasis.com) 
in Wisconsin.

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Developing a Fowl Habit 




An offbeat class 
teaches suburbanites 
the basics of caring for 
chickens in a backyard 


Hobbies 


THE BASICS: The three-hour 
course accommodates up to 25 
students, who need neither farm- 
ing experience nor chickens in 
order to enroll. After introduc- 
ing students to some of her own 
poultry — a Japanese bantam 
rooster named Beau and a white 
Silkie named Pearl are frequent 
visitors — Elliott starts with the 
basics of how to build a backyard 
coop. She provides blueprints for 
several different henhouse con- 
figurations that can accommo- 
date just one chicken or up to 10. 
“There are space requirements,” 
she says. “You want good ventila- 
tion and plenty of room, so they 


don’t get bored and start pecking 
each other.” 

Making sure both the fowls’ 
home and your backyard are pred- 
ator-proof is a necessity. “Even in 
a suburban area, foxes, coyotes, 
hawks and owls can be a prob- 
lem,” Elliott says. 

Students get a hands-on tutorial 
with the other equipment required 
— a feeder, a water dispenser and a 
heat lamp. “It’s so they know what 
to look for when they go shopping,” 
Elliott says. “And so they know how 
everything works.” 

The next step is to determine 
which breed students should obtain 
and where to buy them. “We look at 
the purpose,” Elliott says. “People 
may be looking for eggs or a pet, or 
they may want to help bring back a 
heritage breed that may be endan- 
gered.” If you want eggs every day, 
Elliott recommends Rhode Island 
Red or Brahma hens. She also 


Growing up on a farm, Elizabeth 
Elliott loved waking up to fresh 
eggs every day. For the past five 
years, she’s been replicating that 
childhood joy by raising hens in 
her suburban Pasadena, Md., 
backyard. She’s become 
such an expert on eggs 
that she can tell whether 


they’re store-bought just 
by looking at them. “The 
yolk in a natural, home- 
raised egg is much brighter 
and Granger,” she says. “Plus, the 
whites are firmer and less runny.” 
Elliot parlayed this talent into an 
instructional course. 


Her class, “Sustainable Living: 
Raising Chickens at Home,” which 
she has been teaching at Anne Arun- 
del Community College for two 
years now, helps aspiring farm- 
ers start their days sunny-side up, 
too. Any suburban homesteader 
or urbanite lucky enough to have 
a patch of yard can take a crack at 
harvesting his or her own eggs — 
or just play mother hen to a brood 
of man’s clucking best friend.

In her class, Elizabeth Elliot provides plans for several chicken coop configurations that can accommodate from one to 10 birds. 
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notes that hens lay eggs whether 
or not a rooster is in the picture, 
so prospective buyers don’t need 
to worry about being woken up 
by crowing. 

Bird care is the final compo- 
nent of the class; students learn 
the basics of identifying diseas- 
es and pests. Though these prob- 
lems are less likely to develop in a 
backyard than they are on a farm, 
students are taught to keep an eye 
out for the darkening of the light- 
colored feathers or the scabbing 


of the skin, which could indicate 
a parasitic mite infestation. 

WHAT’S NEXT: Before you 
spend any money, there’s an impor- 
tant first step to take. “You have 
to check the zoning regulations,” 
warns Elliott. “You don’t want to 
make the investment and then find 
out you have illegal hens.” She gives 
students handouts detailing the laws 
but also recommends prospective 
farmers call their local authorities 
to double-check them, since they 


do change frequently. 

Building a coop, buying all the 
equipment and procuring chickens 
will cost between $100 and $1,000. 
The wide range of start-up fees is 
because newbies can choose to pur- 
chase pre-fabricated coops outfit- 
ted with new equipment, or they 
can make the coop themselves with 
salvaged materials and install sec- 
ondhand gear — obtained on web- 
sites such as Craigslist or eBay. 
The chickens themselves cost $10 
each or more. 


Within a week of leaving the class, 
a first-time farmer can walk into his 
or her backyard, gather eggs and 
make an omelet. “That’s if you buy 
matured chickens that are already 
laying,” Elliott explains. If students 
decide to start with day-old chicks, 
which Elliott recommends, then 
fresh eggs are six to seven months 
away. “It’s actually very easy to raise 
chicks,” she says. “But there are cer- 
tain things that they need, such as 
heat and special food.” 

If any problems come up along 


the way, Elliott is happy to make 
house calls to help out. “People 
who raise chickens become part of 
a community,” she says. “And we’re 
there for each other.”

Q&A 

When Daniel Seddiqui graduated 
from the University of Southern 
California in 2005 with a degree 
in economics, he never dreamed 
he’d have difficulty finding a job. 
But after three years and more 
than 40 rejections, he still wasn’t 
gainfully employed. That’s when 
he took matters into his own 
hands, setting off on a yearlong, 
cross-country voyage to learn 
more about American culture 
and the skills needed for a suc- 
cessful career. He shares details 
about his weeklong work expe- 
riences in “50 Jobs in 50 States: 
One Man’s Journey of Discovery 
Across America” ($15.95, Berrett- 
Koehler Publishers). 

What was your post-college job- 
hunting experience like? 

I felt like it was just the norm to 
graduate and get at least an entry- 
level job, and then buy a house and 
meet your wife. But none of that 
happened for me. I was pursuing 
positions in economics, account- 
ing and investment banking. And 
I ended up tutoring elementary- 


school kids for 
$10 an hour. I 
thought, “Wow, 
I have a degree 
from use and it’s 
come to this?” I 
had to be adapt- 
able and come 
up with other solutions, like vol- 
unteering. I was using all of my 
savings, and I had to even beg my 
parents for some help. I was won- 
dering where I was going to fit 
into society. 

How did you come up with your 
plan? 

I really had nothing to lose when 
I came up with this idea. I lived 
in five states in a three-year peri- 
od and experienced culture shock 
everywhere I went. I felt like I had 
been living in a bubble in Califor- 
nia. I was being exposed to differ- 
ent cultures and people, and that 
really made me curious about what 
not just me but everyone could 
learn from this experience. Curi- 
osity is really what compelled me 
to do this. 

Your goal was to find jobs that re- 
flected the culture of each state. 
How difficult was that? 

It made it easier in terms of nar- 
rowing down what I wanted to do 
and really focusing on that. But 
it made it more difficult because 


I was really limiting myself For 
Nevada, I wanted to work as a hotel 
manager on the Strip, and every- 
one either rejected me or never 
got back to me. So I had to find 
an alternative; I worked at a wed- 
ding chapel. I always had a plan B. 
It would have been easy to find a 
job at Taco Bell in every state. But 
I chose [this approach] because I 
thought it would be the best way to 
understand our country and what 
really shaped it. 

You held a lot of interesting 
positions — peanut sheller in 
Georgia, roustabout in Oklahoma. 

I wouldn’t have seen myself 
doing 90 percent of these jobs. 

It was just surreal to be walking 
on stilts in an amusement park 
in Florida, wearing makeup and 
an Egyptian costume. When 
would I ever in my life have 
had a chance to do this? Going 
miles underground in a coal 
mine in West Virginia, working 
on a border patrol in Arizona 
— there were all these outdoor 
jobs I would have never thought 
of doing. I would have chosen 
a different major if I had done 
this before I went to college. 

Which jobs did you enjoy least? 

I did not like being a park rang- 
er in Wyoming. It was so lonely 
and felt like it was a really soli-

tary career. Marine biology wasn’t 
what I expected — it was more 
fundraising and making people 
aware of what’s wrong and what’s 
being destroyed instead of going 
out and scuba diving. But I never 
backed down from anything. I 
knew that this is what some peo- 
ple do for a living; I could do it 
for a week. 

What did you learn from all of 
this? 

I know that it’s cliche to say, but 
if you want to do something, you 
can do it, no matter what kinds of 
obstacles are thrown your way. I 


had every single kind of obstacle 
thrown my way, from being reject- 
ed all the time to nobody believing 
in me. But if you’re your own best 
friend and you have that internal 
drive, nothing can stop you. 

Had you been doing anything 
wrong during your years of job 
hunting, or were you just the 
victim of bad timing? 

I can’t blame the economy at all. I 
do believe to this day that every- 
one chooses their own destiny. 
I was just like everyone else sit- 
ting on the computer and looking 
online rather than putting myself 


out there and building a network. 
I think the worst thing to do is to 
send resumes blindly. Yes, I got a 
lot of interviews, but I never got 
my break. 

How did your odyssey impact your 
career? 

There are several avenues I’ve 
been thinking about taking. One 
is creating a college semester pro- 


gram [based on my experience]. 
Why go to college and invest all 
that time and money if you don’t 
really know what you want to do? 
I think it would be best if kids 
got exposure to different careers 
to help them decide what they 
want to do long term. I’m also 
considering becoming a dieti- 
cian, which was one of my favor- 
ite jobs I did. 


What advice would you give to 
recent college grads who are on 
the job hunt themselves? 

Don’t limit yourself. Not every- 
one is going to be entitled to a 
job. Just because you got this 
degree doesn’t mean you’re going 
to get the job you’re yearning 
for. You’ve got to be adaptable. 
It’s harder than you think to get 
what you want, especially nowa- 
days. It takes perseverance, net- 
working, risk-taking and endur- 
ance. My book isn’t a how-to 
book, but it shows people what it 
took for me to create opportunity.

Transitions 

In another life, Allen Brooks might 
be appearing on a local stage or 
educating area children. Instead, 
these days he’s appearing on com- 
puters and helping teach children 
across the country and around the 
world. 

At Christopher Newport Uni- 
versity in Newport News, Va., the 
Alexandria native got a bachelor’s 
degree in theater performance in 
2004. After a few acting gigs, he

began teaching theater at a Spring- 
field, Va., high school. His classes 
were electives, so students chose to 


be there — and producing shows 
was creative and exciting. 

A few years in, though, he want- 
ed to try something new. Seeing 
the growth of animation 
in games and movies, he 
realized that such work 
could be “acting with 
a source other than 
myself.” In 2007, after 
his wife found an ad for 
the Boston University Cen- 
ter for Digital Imaging Arts’ cer- 
tificate in 3D Animation and Inter- 
active Media, they went to an open 
house, and he started the program 
in 2008. 

With classes in Georgetown’s 
former Foundry Theater (1055 


Thomas Jefferson St. NW; 202- 
625-1110, Cdiabu.com), the CDIA 
teaches students to be 3-D gener- 
alists, says Liz Hollerman, pro- 
gram director for 3-D ani- 
mation and game art. It 
exposes them to model- 
ing, lighting, texturing, 
rigging, rendering, com- 
positing, animating and 
more, so they can see what 
they want to pursue in a very 
specialized industry. 

There are two ways to achieve 
the certificate: part time, which 
takes 18 to 19 months with classes 
two nights a week and every other 
Saturday; or full time, which takes 
nine to 10 months, five days a week 



— four in class and one in the lab or 
hearing outside speakers. 

“You learn faster on the job, so 
we treat this as a working environ- 
ment,” HoUerman says. “At a college, 
you get one modeling class a semes- 
ter. We teach that in a week.” 

CDIA collaborates with com- 
panies and nonprofits on resume- 
quality experience. Brooks’ class did 
an animation for Operation Smile 
to show parents how a cleft-palate 
operation works. “It’s easier to watch 
than film is,” Brooks notes. 

Tuition is about $26,000, and 
there are no more than 12 people per 
class; Brooks’ class had five. “Stu- 
dents tend to be older, with previous 
degrees and jobs,” says Seth Novick,

The 2006 U.S. Memory Champion- 
ships may have been held in New 
York, but the National Gallery of 
Art, Camden Yards and the “Candy 
Cane City” playground in Chevy 
Chase also factored into the com- 
petition. They’re all locations that 
winner Joshua Foer, then 23, pic- 
tured to help himself quickly recall 
scores of random numbers, words 
and images. 

The Washington-raised jour- 
nalist shares how he achieved his

esoteric title — which included 
setting a record time of one min- 
ute and 40 seconds for memoriz- 
ing a pack of playing cards — in 
his book, “Moonwalking With 
Einstein” ($27, Penguin Press). 
He also reviews some of history’s 
most extreme cases of mental abil- 
ity and disability, such as individ- 
uals with amnesia and the percep- 


tual disorder synesthesia. And he 
offers a shocking revelation: Most 
“mental athletes” possess very ordi- 
nary brains. 

“I figured 
these people had 
to be basically 
freaks of nature, 
but when I talk- 
ed to them, they 
said, ‘No, we have 
normal, average 
memories, and we train these aver- 
age memories to perform extraordi- 
nary feats. Anybody can learn how 
to do it,”’ Foer says. “I felt compelled 


to take them up on it and see if it was 
really true.” 

For nearly a year, Foer (whose 
older brothers are writers Frank- 
lin Foer and Jonathan Safran Foer) 
trained with experts in memo- 
ry retention. He spent between 
15 and 30 minutes per day, a few 
days per week, practicing mne- 
monic techniques. 

One method, the “person-ac- 
tion-object” system, involves imag- 
ining scenes that are so “colorful, 
strange, bizarre, lewd and unusu- 
al” that they’re unforgettable, then 
associating them with numbers.

Even though Foer was the 
nation's memory champ for a 
year, he hasn't competed since 
2006 and has no plans to do so in 
the future. And he’s “still a pret- 
ty forgetful person." To retain 
knowledge, Foer turns to mod- 
ern-day gadgets, just like the 
rest of us do. Computers, iPods 
and digital cameras have made 
information much easier to 
retain, even though “the mem- 
ories that are the root of who 
we are probably can’t be out- 
sourced," he says. k. a.

For example, Foer remembered the 
three of clubs, seven of diamonds 
and the jack of spades during com- 
petition by visualizing the Incred- 
ible Hulk (three of clubs) riding 
a stationary bike (seven of dia- 
monds) while wearing heavy ear- 
rings (jack of spades). It’s weird, 
but it worked. 

So, what’s the craziest image 
Foer has ever conjured up in the 
name of memorization? “I guaran- 
tee you it would be unprintable in 
the Washington Post Express.” 

Foer reserves his mnemon- 
ic shortcuts for special occasions. 
“When I go to the supermarket, 
now and then I’ll decide, T’m not 
going to write down my shopping 
list; I’m actually going to remember 
it.’”

D.C.'s EnvironmentaL 
Film Festival goes 
beyond eco-outrage 

Movies 

For 19 years, the Environmental 
Film Festival has demonstrated the 
breadth of its worldview. Yet mov- 
iegoers who haven’t been paying 
close attention may still think the 
fest is all cuddly cubs and ecolog- 
ical outrages. 

In fact, this year’s 150-film 
lineup, which begins Tuesday, 
encompasses dramas and come- 
dies, studies of the built environ- 
ment and at least a few documen- 
taries with dispositions that are 


more sly than angry. 

“Into Eternity”' considers the 
world’s first permanent under- 
ground vault for nuclear waste and 
the long-term dilemma of prevent- 
ing clueless future earthlings from 
digging up the toxic trash. 

Plastic is another human cre- 
ation in which longevity has 
become an issue. “Plastic Planet” 
justifies its title, locating synthet- 
ic polymers everywhere from the 
Moroccan desert to the director’s 
own bloodstream. 

One documentary that offers a 
full ration of indignation is “The 
Pipe.” It recounts a battle between 
the residents of Rossport, a small 
fishing village in western Ire- 
land, and a Shell Oil subsidiary 


that planned to route a natural- 
gas pipeline through productive 
fishing grounds and a local land 
reserve. Shell had the full sup- 
port of the Irish government, yet

the project’s most adamant oppo- 
nents didn’t back down. 

Of the fiction entries, perhaps 
the most notable is “Uncle Boon- 
mee Who Can Recall His Past 
Lives,” which took the top prize 


at last year’s Cannes Film Festi- 
val. Thai director Apichatpong 
Weerasethakul’s latest movie is 
about a dying man who decides to 
spend his final days in the coun- 
tryside. There he re-encounters 
lost loved ones, who have become 
ghosts or other creatures; he also 
recalls moments from former exis- 
tences.
